William "Dollar Bill" Caruba is trying to make his 
mark on life by giving away folding money — bills folded 
into unique shapes. 

And though he's not a rich man, Bill gives away at least $100 
a month. 

"It’s like a calling card," the 34-year-old baggage supervisor 
at Kennedy Airport in New York said. 

"People remember you. They say, 'Hey, you're the guy with 
the folded money.' " 

Kind-hearted Bill gives away his money in hopes of creating 
an awareness of his art form. He practices Origami, the Oriental 
art of paper folding. And he can transform a dollar bill into any- 
thing from a rabbit's head to a revolver. He’s got about 30 designs 
in all. 

"I'm the best at what I do," he boasted, comparing himself to 
a cross between magician Harry Houdini and artist Vincent Van 
Gogh. "But I don't want to have to cut off my ear like Van Gogh 
did to gain recognition." 

To avoid taking such a drastic step Bill hands out his works of 
art everywhere he goes. He signs them whenever there is room 
left for his name. 

And Bill has even been known to go into a fancy restaurant 
and leave the waitress one of his creatively folded dollar bills in 
place of a $10 tip. 

“They're getting something 
much more valuable. And they 
will always remember you 
when you come back," he said. 

Though the folds are easily 
unraveled, most people don't 
spend the gifts of green 

"They save them. Someday 
they’ll be worth something." 

Bill said. 

It takes Bill less than four 
minutes to fold a dollar bill into 
one of his designs. 

Bill's most famous design, the 
rabbit’s head, was purchased 
by Playboy magazine for $800, 

It appeared in the Decem- 
ber, 1979, edition of that publica- 
tion. 

Bill has even written a book 
called. "The Magic of Folding 
Money," and he's preparing a 
second book on the subject.

Heart attack victim Harry Woods died quietly in his 
sleep — then fought a horrifying battle with the Devil as he 
was dragged down into the abyss of hell. 

And to win the battle for his soul, Harry realized he had to 


cast off his sinful pride and call 
on the Lord to save him from 
eternal damnation and ever- 
lasting misery. 

“Finally, I got the better of 
my pride," Harry told The 
NEWS. “I screamed, ‘Jesus! 
Jesus!’ I screamed it just as 
loud as I could. And in an instant 
I came back to life — I was 
saved! 

“I opened my eyes and was 
calm and relaxed as could be. It 
was like turning on a light. Just 
as quickly as that, my fight was 
over.” 

And from that incredible mo- 
ment on, Harry, then a non- 
Christian — has dedicated his 
life to the Lord. 

The ghastly ordeal began 
when Harry and his wife Mary 
Sue were attending a football 
game near their home in Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. The memory of 
that day is burned in his brain 
forever. 

“Mary Sue and I were sitting 
in the stands, waiting for the 
game to start," Harry recalled. 
“I stood up to look at my watch 
— it was 12:40 p.m., and we had 
20 minutes till kick-off. 

“When I sat down, I just 
pitched forward. There was no 
pain — no warning. It just hit 
me like a bolt of lightning. The

next thing I knew, I was in a 
hospital room.” 

And it was while he was in the 
hospital that the 61-year-old re- 
tired maintenance man was 
swept into the limbo of the dead 
and the terrifying struggle that 
was to change his life forever. 

“I didn't know where I was,” 
he said. “But I knew where I 
was going. I was going to hell! I 


was terrified. There were hun- 
dreds of spirits all around me 
and they were snarling and 
screaming in rage. 

“I kept calling to them to help 
me, but they were like wild 
animals, gnashing their teeth 
and snarling. They only had 
time for themselves." 

Harry said he and the other 
spirits weren’t in hell. They 
were deep in the Earth — in a 
“pit” that was veiled in a 
grayish mist. The ground was 
like volcanic ash and the trees 
were made ot thorns. 

"There was one spirit stand- 
ing beside me that stood out 
from the rest," Harry con- 
tinued. 

“It was evil and it gave me a 
terrible feeling of being lost. I 
knew it was the Devil. 

“And there was another spirit 
near me. I didn’t really see it. I 
was just aware of it. It was 
there. It was as if it was saying, 
‘I am here if you need me.’ I 
knew it would do nothing unless 
I asked for help. 

“But the other spirit — the 
Devil — was tugging at me, 
pulling me deeper and deeper. I 
knew it was pulling me into hell. 
I was losing my soul to Satan." 

When Harry slipped into 
death, hospital officials sum- 
moned Mary Sue and their son, 
Harry Jr., to his bedside. 

“When I saw him, I knew 
what was happening,” 56-year- 
old Mary Sue recalled. “He had 
no control over his eyes — they

were fixed. I knew he was going 
into eternity. 

“I whispered in his ear and 
said, ‘Harry, Jesus Christ is 
your only hope.

Somehow, Mary Sue’s des- 
perate appeal had pierced the 
darkness that engulfed her hus- 
band. 

“I screamed, ‘Jesus! Help 
me,’ ” Harry said. “But I 
wasn’t sincere. I still had my 
foolish pride. But I was getting 
weaker and weaker and I knew 
I was losing my fight with 
Satan. 

“Finally I knew I was lost and 


an icy terror washed over me. 
In desperation I screamed 
again: ‘Jesus! Please help me!’ 
This time, I was truly sincere. 

“Suddenly, I was awake and 
calm. Mary and my son Harry 
were there. And I was alive. 

"The incredible agony was fi- 
nally over. 

“No one will ever know the 
terror I experienced. I don’t 
know how long I was in that 
hellish place, but for me it was 
an eternity. 

“I know one thing, it changed 
my life completely. From now 
on I’ll be a better, God-fearing 
man." 


Fisherman saved from 


drowning by bubbly 
keg of Perrier water 

Fisherman Tom Laquidara survived three terrifying 
hours drifting alone in numbing, storm-swept seas — by 
clinging desperately to a 5-gallon keg of Perrier water. 


The keg kept the exhausted 
New Yorker afloat until a pass- 
ing boater heard his faint cries 
for help and saved him from 
certain death. 

“I was scared as hell,” Tom 
told The NEWS. “My body was 
tortured by cramps and I was 
numb with cold. I really thought 
it was all over for me. That sail- 
boat came just in time.” 

Tom’s horrific ordeal began 
shortly before dawn when he 
and his buddy. 35-year-old 
truck driver Bill Lindemann, 
were fishing in a small open 
boat more than a mile off shore 
in Long Island Sound. 

“The boat was a Norwegian 
double-ended rowboat,” Bill 
said. “It was only 17 feet long. 

“We got hit with a northwest 
gale that really piled the seas. 
We started taking on water and 
Tom started bailing. I really 
didn't think we were in very 
much trouble — then!" 

But as the seas were churned 
into mindless fury by the wind, 


Tom could see he was losing his 
desperate battle to keep the 
rowboat afloat. 

"Finally, I yelled to Bill that it 
was no use bailing,” Tom said. 
“He asked me why and I said, 
‘Because we just sank.’ There 
was Bill, rowing like mad, and 
the boat was almost completely 
submerged. 

“We had a Perrier water keg 
on the boat and when it floated 
by, I grabbed it. I trapped some 
air in it and it floated like a 
cork.”

Blind woman beats the odds as 
she builds her own dream house 




Couple give up sex — to get rid of ghosts

Spunky Evajane Leonard is blind, but that hasn't 
stopped her from doing the impossible — building the two- 
story country home she always wanted. 

All the walls and floors of Evajanc's almost finished house 
are level, square and sturdy — just about perfect in every way! 

"Friends in the construction 
business tell me I overbuild," 

Evajane, a skilled carpenter, 


told The NEWS, 

“I take my time and put care 
into my work. No carpenter 
would give you a house like the 
one I’m building.” 

Four years ago the brave 42- 
year-old suffered a cerebral 
aneurysm, a stroke-like condi- 
tion that caused a blood vessel 
in her brain to leak. 

The aneurysm left Evajane 
totally blind in one eye and with 
only 3 percent vision in the oth- 
er. 

“Before my stroke I was a 
nurse,” she said, “so I knew I 
was lucky to be alive. But I was 
depressed for a while — very 
depressed. 

“The rehabilitation counsel- 
ors told me I’d have to live in a 
small apartment in town and 
get some kind of menial, low- 
paying job. I certainly couldn't 
go back to nursing. 

“But giving up the things I'd 
always wanted to do was just 
like a living death. I wanted to 
build my house and live in the 
country, and I wasn’t about to 
let my blindness stop me." 

Before losing her sight. Eva- 
jane had purchased 10 acres 
outside Tyler, Tex. She had 
hoped to build a home and live 
off the land — now, despite her 
terrible handicap, she was de- 
termined to make that dream a 
reality. 

She sold her home in the city, 
and living on a small govern- 
ment disability pension, moved 
into a tent on her property and 
began construction. She had 


Evajane Leonard, 42, above, 
works on her home, right, as 
her guide dog waits patiently, 
some help from friends and her 
two daughters but she did most 
of the heavy manual work her- 
self. 

“I've been building now for 
more than two years,” Evajane 
said. 

“I don't work as fast as most 
people, and I can’t read a level, 
so I need help with that. But I 
have a braille tape measure, so 
I can measure lumber.’’ 

During her long labor of love, 
Evajane had accidents that 
would have caused a sighted 
person to abandon the project. 

Once, while carrying a heavy 
load up a ladder, the woman fell 


21 feet to the ground. She had to 
lie there bruised and hurt until 
help came. Another time she 
jumped from a stepladder — 
and landed right on a nail stick- 
ing up from a board. 

She was even bitten by a 
poisonous copperhead snake — 
and didn’t realize it was a 
snakebite until her leg began to 
swell. 

But to Evajane, it's all been 
worth it. She's now living in her 
house, and adding a few final 
finishing touches. 

“When I began building I had 
very limited funds, so this was a 
pay as you go house,” Evajane 


said. "But now it’s just about 
completed.” 

Ten months ago Evajane 
married a man who shares her 
dreams and goals. Together 
they’ve begun to build a farm 
and a wonderful new life. 

“I don't see my wife as handi- 


capped,” Evajane’s husband 
Johnny said. "She has a terrific 
outlook on life and is a hard 
worker. She’s built a home any- 
one would be very proud of.” 
“We all have our dreams," 
Evajane said, "and I’ve been 
lucky enough to realize mine."

A brutal, mysterious dis- 
ease is ravaging a coura- 
geous backwoods communi- 
ty, crippling and killing 
young people in horrifying 
numbers. 

The ailment — muscular dys- 
trophy — hits members of the 
tiny Amish sect a thousand 
times more often than it strikes 
other Americans. 

Gleaming silver wheelchairs 
bearing the maimed and de- 
formed are as common among 
the disease-torn people near 
Berne, Ind., as cars are in some 
small towns. 

"It's a horrible, horrible 
thing,” Dr. Patricia Bader told 
The NEWS. "But these are 
brave people and they cope with 
it the best they can." 

Dr. Bader, who has studied 
the vicious disease among the 
Amish for nearly a decade, said 
it could eventually destroy the 
God-fearing community. 

"It is an ever-increasing bur- 
den on all the people there,” she 
said. “It’s an economic and 
emotional tragedy , n 

In one pitiful family alone, 
nine brothers and sisters are 


crippled by the terrifying mal- 
ady. 

The Amish are an amazing, 
close-knit sect whose members 
drive horse-drawn buggies and 
reject the conveniences of mod- 
ern-day life. 

The healthy toil through the 
day in the blazing sun, tirelessly 
tending their crops and their 
livestock. 

There are no television sets, 
telephones or electric ranges in 
their world, and there is no 
plumbing. 

These people of the past are 
instructed to marry within the 
community — a sacred decree 
that may be the ironic key to 
their devastating affliction. 

“They don't want to marry 
relatives, but they are taught 
that they are the chosen peo- 
ple," Dr. Bader said. “It’s such 
a small group — only 3,000 peo- 
ple — that there is bound to be 
intermarrying.”

Docs say chromium cuts cholesterol 


In an exciting medical 
breakthrough, top govern- 
ment scientists have dis- 
covered a simple dietary 
supplement that can dra- 
matically lower cholesterol 
levels and reduce the risk of 
heart disease. 

The supplement is a mineral 
called chromium, found natu- 
rally in tiny amounts in the 
body. For several years, it has

been recognized as an effective 
treatment for diabetes patients, 
but its link to cholesterol was 
just proven in a study by the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Found in trace amounts in 
brewer’s yeast, clams, dark 
brown sugar, wheat germ, 
calves' liver, black pepper, 
cheese and whole grain prod- 
ucts, the miracle mineral is also 
available in capsule form in 
health food and drug stores. 

And it was that form of 
chromium that was given to 76 
men and women, ages 21 to 69, 
all in relatively good health and 
leading normal lives, during the 
six-month study at the gov- 
ernment’s Beltsville, Md.. Hu- 
man Nutrition Center. 

Doctors found that a daily 
dose of 200 micrograms of 
chromium dramatically low- 
ered cholesterol level of the 
blood — a common cause of 
heart attacks. Incredibly, at the 
same time, it lowered the sugar 
content of the blood, crucial to 
diabetes patients. 

“This is truly remarkable in 
light of the fact that sugar toler- 
ance is influenced by many fac- 
tors, only one of which is 
chromium," said Dr. Maralyn 
Polansky, of the Department of 
Agriculture. "Chromium sup-

Clever Shin Ho Kim turned a wacky gas station gimmick into a gold- 
mine business that’s making him the Ronald McDonald of egg rolls, fried 
rice and won ton soup. 

The incredible 37-year-old Korean immigrant — who came to America six 
years ago without a penny to his name — is about to open his fifth Oriental take- 
out restaurant! 

And the egg-roll ’n' fast-food tycoon still 
mans the pumps at the tiny Dallas gas station 
where it all began as a gimmick to attract the 
motoring public. 

"The gas station wasn't doing very good 
business and 1 tried to find a way to bring in 
more customers,” Shin told The NEWS. "I tried 
selling good, homemade Oriental food. 

"At first, when a customer drove up to the 
pumps I would ask. You need gas? Check the 
oil? You want lunch?' Right away, business pick 
up. Now, everybody knows I have the best egg 
roils in Texas." 

As Shin pumped the gas, checked the oil and 
swabbed the windshields of the cars that 
streamed into his station, his wife. WhaPyung 
doubled as chief cook and carhop. 

But before long, the makeshift but spotless 
little gas station kitchen couldn’t keep pace with 
the couple's thriving new business. 

Shin was forced to open a second take-out 
kitchen. Then came a third — then a fourth. 

Soon, a fifth shop will be added to the growing 
chain which may someday bring “The Best Egg 
Roll in Texas" to cities and towns across Ameri- 
ca. 

Still, the road to success in their adopted 
country has not been an easy one for Shin and 
WhaPyung. 

It is paved with incredible determination 
and sacrifice — and long, backbreaking hours of 
exhaustingly hard work. 

When the couple came to America from 
Seoul, they shared a 24-hour-a-day clerking job 
in a convenience store in Georgia 

Shin worked hour after hour — at $2.10 per 
hour — seven days a week. When he was too 
tired to stand on his feet, he’d crawl behind the 
counter and cat-nap while Wha- 
Pyung took over his job. 

Within two years, the gutsy 
couple had saved an amazing 
$15,000. 

Then they moved to Dallas 
and took over the faltering gas 
station that gave birth to a 
wacky idea and launched a fan- 
tastic enterprise. 

“When I came to America, I 


positive effect on subjects with 
marginal sugar tolerance, but 
not on subjects with good sugar 
metabolism.

Earlier research at Purdue 
University has shown that as 
many as six million diabetics in 
the U.S. could reduce their in- 
sulin intake, feel more energet- 
ic and suffer less dizziness — 
just by adding chromium to 
their diets. 

And Dr. Allen Howard, head 
nutritionist at the University 
of Cambridge Department of 
Medicine declared: "Our diet 
today is very deficient in 
chromium. We get about 100 
micrograms a day and it’s been 
estimated that we might easily 
need 400 to 500 micrograms a 
day. 

"The reason we need a lot of it 
is because so little of it actually 
gets absorbed into our systems 
during the digestive process — 
only '/2 of one percent. 

“That’s a fantastically small 
quantity and over a period of 
several years, people could be- 
come severely deficient in 
chromium. This might explain 
why the elderly build up so 
much cholesterol and suffer 
from heart attacks.”

serenity to accept the things I 
cannot change, the courage to 
change the things that I can 
and the wisdom to know the 
difference between the two.” 

Those words form the creed 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. Even 
though Mel was not a drinker, 
they sparked him with the con- 
fidence to overcome his handi- 
cap and climb the ladder of suc- 
cess. 

And he believes they can do 
the same — for anyone. 

"Up until then. I had been a 
terribly lonesome and dis- 
satisfied human being because 
of my stuttering,” he told The 
NEWS. “It made me so self-

consciously fearful that I would 
break into a sweat if I had to an- 
swer the telephone. 

“When I resolved to stop run- 
ning and make the best with 
what I had — I felt a burden lift- 
ing from my shoulders. 

“For the first time, I felt like 
a free man." 

Mel read those words when he 
was just 24 and at a crossroads 
in his up-till-then painful and 
unhappy life. 

A child of the great Depres- 
sion, Mel was a normal and 
healthy toddler until the age of 3 
when he was struck with 
malaria. He recovered, but the 
disease left its mark — a ter- 
rible stutter. 

The stutter, coupled with his 
family’s constant moving about 
looking for a place to scrape to- 
gether a living, gave little 
Melvin a horrible sense of in- 
security. 

“It was the kids in grade 
school who first made me 
aware of my stuttering,” he 
said. “You know how cruel kids 
can be. 

“I remember coming home 
from my first day in school and 
asking my mother: 'Do I stut- 
ter?’ She said yes. 

“Until then, I hadn’t realized 
it. 

“And when I did and saw my- 
self for the first time as others 
saw me — it was devastating. I 
was ‘different’ and no kid wants 
to be ‘different.’ ” 

The handicap plunged Mel 
into a world of torment. His 
playmates taunted him. And the 
things he most wanted to do — 
make music and act — seemed 
closed to him. 

“Because of my stuttering, 
the only thing they would let me 
do in school plays was the sound 
effects and raising and lowering 
the curtain." 

Mel tried to battle his curse 
by becoming an over-achiever 
in things that didn't involve 
speaking. 

Small and lanky, he became a 
star halfback on the Pahokee, 
Fla., High School football team. 
He even won scholarship offers, 


but failed to make the teams at 
North Carolina University and 
Florida State because of his 
size. 

Mel joined the Air Force in 
1951 and spent four years as a 
baker. During his military stint, 
he joined a country band and 
got valuable experience singing 
and playing. 

When he was discharged, he 
wanted to sing, but no one 
wanted a stuttering singer. To 
support himself he became a 
house painter and finally landed 
a job as a railroad fireman. 

It was an easy job except for 
someone who stuttered. Mel 
was supposed to call out the col- 
or of signals and gauge readings 
to the engineer, but couldn’t get 
the words out clearly or fast 
enough. He was fired. 

It was a low point in his life. 
Mel got a backbreaking job 
picking strawberries in the 
fields and went to see a Mr. 
Miller who owned a patent med- 
icine company about a better 
job. 

Miller also stuttered and 
while he had no openings, he felt 
badly for the tortured young 
man. Miller reached into his 
drawer and handed Mel a paper 
with the 32 words on it and told 
the young man to read it over 20 
times. 

"The next morning when I 
awoke, those words kept run- 
ning through my mind and I fi- 
nally said to myself: ‘The stut- 
tering is something I can’t 
change. I can't run away from it 
so I’ll have to accept it and live 
with it.’ ” 

Mel resolved to follow his 
dream — a career in music. He 
went to Nashville. No one 
wanted stuttering singers, but 
there was a need for songs. 

He had never written songs, 
but applied himself and got 
lucky. An agent gave them to 
some of the biggest singers and 
the songs became hits. 

Mel wrote “Ruby, Don't Take 
Your Love to Town.” Kenny 
Rogers and other singers re- 
corded it and the song sold eight 
million copies. 

For 10 years, Mel wrote and 
published his own songs before 
getting a chance to sing.

“Mommy, why did God make me this way? Why didn't 
He make me normal, like all the other little boys?" 

That is the tearful plea of gutsy 9-year-old Mickey Hayse, the 
tiny, helpless victim of a terrible disease that’s slowly turning him 


into a little old man. 

Mickey doesn't ask that ques- 
tion often, but when he does, it 
stabs his 28-year-old mother 
Cindy Edwards to the heart. 

“I look for death every day," 
Cindy told The NEWS. "But 
I've gotten used to it now. He's 
such a brave little boy. Some- 
times it just tears him to pieces, 
knowing he's different. 

"But it doesn’t last long. 
Mickey has his ups and downs 
— just like anyone else. But he 
always pulls himself back up 
again. He's that kind of kid." 

Mickey has s'uffered since 
his birth with progeria, an 
extremely rare disease that 
speeds the body’s aging process 
by an incredible rate. His doc- 
tors estimate that the boy’s 
body age is that of a man 65 or 70 
years old. 

When Mickey was only eight 
weeks old, he developed an un- 
usual hardening of the stomach. 
His worried parents took him to 
Texas Children's Hospital in 
Houston, but doctors were baf- 
fled by the condition. 

The couple returned to their 
home in Dallas and continued 
their desperate search for a 
medical answer to the fright-

ening change that was taking 
place in their little boy. 

“We saw many, many doc- 
tors," Cindy said. "We even 
went to medical conventions. 
We’d sit out in the hall and doc- 
tors would come by and look at 
Mickey — but they couldn't 
come up with an answer. 

“Finally, when Mickey was 4 
years old, a doctor in Dallas re- 
called seeing a medical journal 
picture of a little boy who looks 
exactly like Mickey. At last we 
had the answer we had been 
searching for." 

By that time, little Mickey's 
arms and legs had hardened, 
his hair was falling out and his 
skin began to wrinkle. The tyke 
had rocketed through childhood 
and young adulthood. Now he is 
in the autumn of his life. 

That other pathetic victim of 
the dreadful disease. South 


African Fransie Gerringer, is 
dying of old age at 8 years old. 
His tragic story was told in the 
September 1 issue of The 
NEWS. 

"1 couldn't believe it," Cindy 
said. "To know that someone 
else is going through what we 
are going through." 

Despite his heartbreaking 
disease, Mickey is an extremely 
bright and intelligent boy. 
Though he is only 36 inches tall 
and weighs a mere 28 pounds, 
he attends a regular school and 
more than holds his own with 
his fourth-grade classmates.- 
"He’s just a regular kid,” 
Cindy said. "He plays with oth- 
er children and rides his bike. 
He can't play baseball and that 
bothers him a lot. 

"But he has a go-cart and he 
loves that. He begged me for it 
for years and I finally gave in. It 
scares me because I'm afraid 
he'll get hurt. But then I realize 
that's what normal little boys do 
— they scare their mothers and 
they get hurt. It’s all part of 
being a kid." 

As Mickey speeds through his 
hurry-up lifetime, he is con- 
stantly aware of the dangers of 
old age — the possibility of 
stroke and heart attack. He is 
having trouble with his teeth 
and at times suffers from in- 
flamed and stiff joints. 

"Sometimes he’ll come to me

and say he's short of breath," 
Cindy added. "He’ll say, ‘Oh, 
mamma! I hope it's not a heart 
attack.’

And in his prayers 
each night, he asks God to make 
him taller. 

"I guess that’s one prayer 
that won’t be answered.” 


Hikers battle for life as they're attacked by killer grizzly

Two young men escaped 
horrifying deaths after a 
crazed grizzly bear cor- 
nered them in the wilderness 
and tried to slash them to 
shreds. 

The snarling beast tore into 
the flesh of one of the men with 
its fangs and came within 
inches of ripping the other man 
apart with its claws. 

"I could see death in his eyes 
— what a terrifying look!" Russ 
Lawrence, 22, told The NEWS. 

“I figured he was going to kill 


me and I thought, ‘I just hope he 
has the mercy to make it 
quick.’ ” 

The blood-curdling ordeal be- 
gan as Russ and his buddy 
Willie Boltz, 23, hiked along a 
dry creek bed in the northwest 
Montana section of Glacier Na- 
tional Park. 

Russ, walking behind Willie, 
heard a tremendous thrashing 
in the thick, brush and turned 
with a start. 

"There it was, huffing and 
puffing and snorting and charg- 
ing right at us,” the Spokane, 
Wash., man remembered. "I

screamed at Willie that a bear 
was coming and we both ran for 
our lives." 

But Russ soon realized that 
he couldn’t outrun the enraged 
bear, so he dropped to the 
ground and curled his body into 
a ball. 

The young hiker lay there 
quaking in fear as the raging 
animal bore down on him and 
sank its fangs deep into his 
shoulder, just inches from his 
throat. 

“That's when I knew it was 
all over for me," Russ said. “I 
was being eaten alive by a bear 
and there was nothing I could do 
about it." 

But the bear's momentum 
had carried it past Russ, and in- 
stead of sticking around to fin- 
ish off its victim, the animal 
charged after the fleeing Willie. 

Panic-stricken. Willie ran 
through the heavy brush that 
gouged flesh from his legs with 
each step. 

"My legs were bleeding and 
that bear was gaining on me ev- 
ery second," he said. 

"I've always heard that bears 
can’t run fast going down hill, 
but that's not so. There was no 
way I could outrun him.” 

As the Sterling, Colo., man 
felt the animal's hot breath on 
his neck, he scampered in ter- 
ror up the trunk of a tail tree. 

Then to his horror he saw the 
bear climb up the tree after 
him. It lashed out ferociously 
and gnawed a huge chunk of 


leather from one of his boots. 
Willie kicked hard at the 
animal, hitting it in the nose. 

The bear slid down the tree to 
the ground, turned and headed 
back toward the spot where he 
had attacked Russ minutes be- 
fore. 

Russ, bleeding and still fear- 
ing for his life, had struggled 
into the bushes and lay half hid- 
den under a fallen log. 

“I lay there shaking," he 
said. “I was so scared I couldn't 
keep my body still, and I said 
over and over, ‘Oh Lord, get me 
through this one and I'll be 
more careful next time.' " 

As the grizzly rumbled off to- 
ward the injured man, Willie 
yelled at the top of his voice to 
warn him — but his screams 
brought the bear back to the 
tree. 

Once more the bear clawed 
its way upward. Then, as the 
angry animal closed in, it sud- 
denly lost its grip and plunged to 


the ground with a thunderous 
crash. 

"For the next 10 minutes, that 
thing just stomped around and 
snorted, but it didn’t climb up 
there again," Willie said. 

“So I just hung on and 
prayed. A couple of times I al- 
most fell out because I was 
shaking so bad. That would 
have been the end of me.” 

Eventually the savage ani- 
mal stalked off into the woods 
and never returned. 

When the men were sure their 
tormentor was gone, Willie 
found Russ and helped him to a 
ranger station where he was 
treated for his wounds. 

"I guess we saved each oth- 
ers’ lives, in a way,” Willie said. 

"If I hadn’t been there, that 
thing would have stopped and 
eaten Russ. And if Russ hadn't 
been there, it would have gotten 
me before I could get to a tree." 

“Thank God neither of us was 
out there alone,” Russ said.

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Simple test proves the 
Turin Shroud's no fake

er Samuel Pellicori reported to 
The NEWS. “The image was 
formed through natural proc- 
esses not aided by man. Super- 
natural forces were not re- 
quired.” 

Pellicori and a team of 40 oth- 
er researchers conducted a 
series of tests on the holy relic 
which rests in a silver casket in 
Turin’s Cathedral of St. John 
the Baptist. 

The results of those tests 
make up a confidential report 
that has been sent to the 
Archbishop of Turin. 

That secret report also re- 
vealed: 

• The man was crucified — 
nailed through the wrists, not 
through the palms, and wore a 
crown of thorns which made his 
scalp bleed. 

• The man had a spear wound 
between his fifth and sixth ribs 
and was whipped by two men, 
one taller than the other. 

• His eyes had been covered 
with coins known to have been 
minted shortly before Christ 
was crucified. 

• The shroud is stained by hu- 
man blood. 

Another interesting finding 
contained in the report is that 
the crucifixion victim appears 
not to have thumbs on his 
hands! 

Doctors say that’s because 
the nails that hqld the man to his 
cross were driven through his 
wrists instead of his palms. 

The nails apparently touched 
the median nerve, causing the 
man’s thumbs to curl into his 
palms. 

But it is the simple test by 
Pellicori — made with a piece of 
common linen — that proved 
once and for all that the image 
was not, as many people be- 


lieve, painted on the 14-foot 
Shroud as a hoax by an un- 
known artist more than 600 
years ago. 

Pellicori explained how he 
carried out his test that will 
soon stun the scientific minds of 
the world. ' 

“I put the linen in the oven at 
a controlled temperature for a 
controlled period of time,” he 
said. “I did 2000 or more years 
of aging in a few hours. 

“Then I applied natural skin 
oils and perspiration, and other 
substances which might have 
been associated with the burial, 
such as olive oil and myrrh, to 
another piece of linen. 

“When I put that piece of 
linen in the oven and baked it, lo 
and behold! I got an image." 

Then Pellicori, through scien- 
tific measurements, was able to 
reproduce the image of the 
bearded man, scarred by his 
beatings, exactly as it appears 
on the Turin Shroud. 

"This is a natural, logical ex- 
planation,” he said. “It requires 
nothing supernatural, or paints, 
or pigments. My experiments 
have led to an understanding of 
the chemistry of the image. 

"Now we have generally 
agreed-on evidence about what 
caused the hauntingly mys- 
terious image on the Shroud,” 
•he added. “It was the structural 
degeneration of (the linen’s) 
cellulose fibers resulting from 
natural changes in the materi- 
al.” 

The fantastic three-dimen- 
sional statue was created by 
American space scientists ap- 
plying the techniques used in 
analyzing photographs of the 
moon and the planets. 

A light beam was passed 
across the Shroud and the beam 


converted the different densi- 
ties into vertical measure- 
ments. 

Incredibly, scientists were 
then able to reproduce the 
measurements by placing card- 
board discs one atop the other, 
never knowing what the fin- 
ished result would be. 

But when they finished their 
building project, it turned out to 
be an amazingly detailed statue 


of what the man in the Shroud — 
perhaps the crucified Christ — 
looked like when he died. 

“I have thought more about 
things I haven’t thought about 
for a long time,” Pellicori said 
of his test result. "It hasn’t con- 
verted me to any belief. 

"Bukit has certainly made a 
lot of other people think, ‘Gosh! 
What if it is the image of Jesus 
of Nazareth?’ ” 


The original Frankenstein monster was a terrifying dragon

Everyone who lives near 
the 12th century Castle 
Frankenstein in the hills 
south of Darmstadt, Germa- 
ny, knows the story of the 
frightening monster that 
terrorized the Rhine Valley 
years ago. 

It was a horrible, hulking 
brute, brought to life by a mad 
scientist after being pieced to- 
gether from bits and parts of 
bodies robbed from graves. 
Right? 

Wrong! 

The monster that laid waste 
to the countryside around Cas- 
tle Frankenstein was a fire- 
breathing dragon. 

And the peaceful folk who live 
around the old castle today still 
tell their children stirring tales 
of how the evil beast was slain in 
1531 by a courageous knight, 
Georg of Frankenstein. 

An artist's rendering of Georg 
with his foot planted on the sca- 
ly neck of his kill can still be 
seen at the nearby Nieder- 
Beerbach Church. 

Descendants of the dragon 
Slayer still live in the valley and 



nearby hills. But the only ex- 
periments conducted by the 
Baron Moritz von Franken- 
stein, who is in charge of the 
family estate at Ullstadt, are on 
the grapes he grows and 
presses for wine. 

The best known Frankenstein 
monster was the creation of 
Mary Wollstonecroft Shelley. 
She was visiting with her hus- 
band, Percy Shelley, and her 
sister at the Switzerland villa of 
their friend, Lord Byron, when 
the host suggested that it might 
be fun for everyone to write a 
horror story. 

Everyone but Mrs. Shelley 
began enthusiastically working 
on their stories. She couldn’t 
think of a plot. 

The idea for the story of 
“Frankenstein” finally came to 
her in a nightmare, possibly in-

More than 7,000 adults and 
children braved the menacing 
corridors and the mysterious 
rooms of the old castle during 
one two-day Halloween ob- 
servance.

A bizarre employment 
agency specializes in find- 
ing odd-ball jobs for people 
who are bored by the 9-to-5 
rat race. 

A glance at the agency’s job 
opportunities include zany oc- ; 
cupations like dead fish pluck- 
ers, windmill greasers, hot tub 
tenders, unicycle riders, dog 
walkers, roller skate mechanics 
and bird bathers. 

“We are definitely a one-of-a- 
kind agency,” says Ava Min- 
sky, co-owner of the unique Job 
Factory in Los Angeles. 

Ava says her customers are 
mostly showbusiness people 
who need part-time or tem- 
porary work until their big 
break comes along. 

In return for a $20 annual fee, 
the job hunters get a weekly list- 
ing of unusual jobs. 

Typical of the job oppor- 
tunities listed in the Job Factory 
bulletin is the chore of plucking 
dead fish. Ava explains that job 
involves meeting air shipments 
of tropical fish and plucking the 
dead fish from the tanks. 

Dead fish pluckers make 
from $7 to $10 an hour — but the 
job is tougher than it sounds. 
She says some fish look dead 


when they aren't and if a super- 
visor spots a worker plucking a 
live fish — the employee gets 
docked. 

Ava described her agency’s 
clientele as "adventurous peo- 
ple looking for a challenge.” 

“You’d have to be adven- 
turous to take some of these 
jobs. But the jobs usually turn 
out to be a lot of fun, and quite 
an experience for most peo- 
ple,”Ava said. 

But besides being adven- 1 
turous, most job seekers who 
visit the agency are creative. 

“Most of our people are 
creative. Actors, artists and the ' 
like. They want to do something 
different while not being tied to 
the rigors of a 9-to-S job,” she 
added. 

There are some clients who’d 
like to specialize in odd occupa- 1 
tions — like the human manne- 
quin or the world champion 
Frisbee thrower — but special- 
ization is discouraged. 

“When people come to us 
looking for odd jobs we tell them 
they have to be flexible. That’s 
our only requirement. They 
have to be willing to try dif- 
ferent and new things.” 

Ava and her partner Nancy 
Marks enjoy trying new things 
too. Whenever they get bored 


around the agency they'll grab 
an odd job or two themselves. 

In fact, Nancy has been 
known to drop what she’s doing 
whenever a call comes in for a 
dancing cupcake. 

And Ava has picked up a few 
extra dollars modeling her 
hands. 

But there’s a serious side to 
the business as well. Ava said 
more routine jobs are also 
available through the agency. 

“We can get you a job where 
you’ll have to dress up like a 
doughnut, or we can get you 
hired as an accounts payable 
clerk for a law firm.”

But in Detroit and other ma- 
jor industrial cities, the stag- 
gering unemployment rates 
have made it almost impossible 
to find buyers for the homes — 
or GM’s growing stockpile of 
new cars. 

GM bought the houses from 
transferred factory workers 
and executives as a Good Sa- 
maritan effort when the work- 
ers were unable to sell them on 
their own. 

But the move backfired and 
now GM is making a desperate 
bid to get out from under. And, 
if they can get rid of a few cars 
in the process, so much the bet- 
ter. 

"We're in the automobile 
business," declared Robert D. 
Burger, GM’s vice president for 
sales. "What better way is there 
to hype the market than give 
away a new General Motors 
car?” 

Of course, there is one little 
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General Motors Vice Presi- 
dent Robert Burger stands 
beside a Chevrolet Cavalier 
which will be given away to 
the buyer of the house at rear.

Beverly Hudson helps ease the terror faced by scores of cancer- 
ridden kids — by teaching them to play doctor with a giant teddy 
bear. 

"These children will be bigger people — less terrified people — by mas- 
tering their awful fear of the hospi- 
tal,” the compassionate specialist 


told The NEWS. 

“They learn what it’s like to be on 
the giving end of a shot or a spinal 
tap, and they aren’t so afraid.” 

Beverly provides loving therapy 
for deathly ill youngsters through a 
heart-warming program at the 
Children’s Medical Center in Dallas, 
Texas. 

In a busy playroom, the troubled 
kids — many of them pitifully bald 
from chemotherapy — draw with 
crayons or play wide-eyed with toys 
that talk, whirl and jerk. 

And they jab and probe at Teddy, 
the huge, lifeless patient whose mis- 
sion is to soothe the fear of the 
Center’s little ones. 

Beverly watches attentively as one 
little boy deftly fills a syringe with 
water and sticks the needle into 
Teddy's side. 

When all the "medication” has 
seeped in, another child tenderly 
patches the bear with a round Band- 
Aid. 

Other kids insert a sinister looking 
intravenous needle, attached to plas- 
tic tubing, into Teddy's arm — the 
way they’ve seen it done to their own 
little arms time after frightening 
time. 

A frail, cherubic girl picks up a 
child’s stethoscope and presses it 
against the bear's fuzzy chest, listen- 
in with intense concentration to an 
imaginary heartbeat. 

“The fear of the unknown can be 
more devastating than the pain," 
Beverly said. "Playing doctor and 


nurse gives the children a chance to 
understand what’s being done to their 
bodies.” 

The children are also taught to take 
more control over their lives, to make 
decisions about the often painful 
treatment they face every day. 

“Even little things help a lot,” 
Beverly said. "If the children can ap- 
ply their own bandages, or remove 
the IV needle from their arm or de- 
cide where they want a shot, it helps 
them get a handle on life.” 

Beverly also works to overcome 
another powerful emotion that haunts 
the youngsters — the awful feeling of 
guilt. 

“Most children have a tremendous 
guilt feeling about having a disease," 
she said. They are convinced they did 
something naughty and their illness 
is a punishment. 

“They must be taught to deal with 
this problem, to realize that they are 
very ill through no fault of their own, 
that no one, especially their parents, 
think they are to blame for what’s 
happened.” 

While she teaches the children to 
cope, Beverly has to steel herself to 
the idea that at least half of the 
warm, laughing children in her life 
are doomed to die before they’re 
grown. 

”1 have to think on the positive 
side,” she said, recalling a little 3- 
year-old girl who died in her arms af- 
ter a very long and painful illness. 

”1 made her last days good for her. 
I'm so happy and so proud I could do 
that.”

Astride his prancing steed, sturdy lance in hand, dairy 
farmer Wayne Tucker is expert at a sport that’s at least 
1,000 years old — he’s a champion jouster! 

Wayne, who won the National Jousting Tournament in 1980, 
participates in about 20 "passages of arms" each year, and he’s 
been involved in the modern-day version of the medieval war 
game for more than 30 years. 

In that time the rangy farmer 
has managed to fill his home 
with trophies and awards — all 
proof of his skill with the lance. 

Wayne has twice been.named 
National Jousting Champion, 
and three times held the title of 
Maryland State Champion. 

"Jousting is our state sport 
here in Maryland,” the 54-year- 
old enthusiast said,” but nowa- 
days jousters don’t try to knock 
their opponents from their 
horses — in fact there’s no op- 
ponent to face at all. 

“In medieval times it was dif- 
ferent. Knights galloped toward 
each other on horseback dress- 
ed in suits of heavy armor. 

They’d try to spear each other, 
or at least try to knock the other 
guy off his horse. 

"Then somebody invented 
gunpowder and the knights fig- 
ured, ’Hey, this is an easier way 
to kill each other, so let’s make 
jousting a sport.’ ” 

But it’s a sport that’s still too 
dangerous to practice in its orig- 
inal form, so a system of arches 
and rings were devised to keep 
injuries to a minimum, 

"The knights aimed their 
lances at the small steel rings 
hanging from the arches, trying 
to spear them and thus elim- 
inate their competitors, ’ ’ Wayne 
said. 

"So you see jousting is among 
the world’s oldest sports.” 

Wayne has been jousting 
since he was 16. 

"I grew up around horses on a 
farm,” he said. "When they 
started holding jousting tourna-

“M*A*S*H” star Bill Christopher is waging a battle of love to keep 
his handicapped son at home and out of an institution. 

Bill, who plays the helpful priest on the wacky show, has devoted three years to a 
bizarre and backbreaking 
program designed to help 
his 13-year-old autistic son 
Ned. 

The grueling program, set up 
by Philadelphia's Institute for 
the Achievement of Human 
Potential, requires Bill to spend 
hours crawling around on the 
floor with Ned as well as feed 
him a diet charged with large 
doses of vitamins. 

This work hopefully will 
spark Ned's healthy brain ceils 
to take over for the damaged 
ones. 

“There has been evidence 
that crawling about can im- 
prove someone’s reading ability 
and other things,” said Bill. 

“But I must confess that peo- 
ple who walk into our home in 
the middle of the day must won- 
der what on earth is going on. 

“We do a lot of creeping and 
crawling. We creep on our 


hands and knees and crawl on 
our tummies working to re- 
habilitate the brain. 

“We have to stimulate those 
brain cells that are not nor- 
mally used.” 

The Institute's program is 
controversial because of the 
strain it puts on parents and the 
little proof that it works. 

But Bill is determined to keep 
at it because he has no choice — 
if he quits working with his son, 
Ned will have to be sent off to an 
institution. 

So for the part of the year 
when he is not busy filming 
"M*A*S*H” he rises at 6 a.m. 


each day and crawls and creeps 
with Ned until 6 p.m. 

“You do that for three months 
and then go back to Philadel- 
phia and they see how much im- 
provement has been made.” 

“People say 'Sure, it will do a 
bot of good if you can keep it up. 
But it may just be the destruc- 
tion of you.’ 

“And I must confess that it is 
pretty demanding. My wife 
Barbara and I have to keep bol- 
stering each other up all the 
time to keep going. " 

Bill and Barbara believe that 
the program has worked some 
changes in Ned and feel that he 
is improving slowly, but surely. 

"We personally feel that Ned 
has made enough progress to 
warrant continuing," he said. 

“We have seen some definite 
changes in him." 

For them, the backbreaking 
program is a labor of love. 


Young Ned, center, has been on 
a special exercise and diet pro- 
gram for three years which is 
geared to help him improve his 
learning abilities. Bill and his 
wife Barbaro say the grueling 
theropy works.

“After my house was robhed 
three times, my wife and 1 
moved. But only weeks after 
settling into our new house, we 
were robbed again. 

“My car has been burglar- 
ized five times and every time 
I lost a car stereo. 1 got fed up 
and decided to take some ac- 
tion. But the day before I 
planned to install a car alarm 
i system, my car was stolen!” 
j Now he thinks he’s solved his 
burglary problems — by 
buying a Doberman pinscher.

Millions of adult Ameri- 
cans can’t wait for Saturday 
morning so they can switch 
on TV — and watch car- 
toons.

Instead of getting a break 
from their kids on Saturday 
morning by sending them to 
watch TV, most parents actual- 
ly sit down with their children 
and watch the zany antics of 
Bugs Bunny, “The Flintstones" 
and other wacky shows.

"Me, I like to laugh. A good 
laugh gets your mind off your 
problems.” 

The Detroit News ran a 500- 
household survey recently ask- 
ing adults what they did on Sat- 
urday morning. It found that 47 
percent of those homes had 
adults who watched the kids' 
shows. And only 40 percent of 
those homes had children. 

Most of the adults surveyed 
said that cartoon shows are re- 
laxing because they provide en- 
tertainment without making the 
viewer have to think.

Summoned out of the ancient past, the 
princess returned for her severed hand 


By ROB ROBBINS 

On a visit to Luxor in 1890, the world-famous occultist 
and psychic healer Count Louis Hamon, cured a prominent 
sheik of malaria — and the sheik insisted he accept a 
gruesome gift — the mummified right hand of a long-dead 
Egyptian princess. 

Count Hamon ’s wife disliked the dry, shriveled hand from the 
first, but her dislike turned to horror and revulsion when she 
heard the story behind it. In the seventeenth and last yearof his 
King Akhnaton of Egypt 


reign, 

— the heretical father-in-law of 
Tutankhamun — quarreled 
over religious matters with his 


daughter. And the king’s ven- 
geance was ghastly. 

In 1357 B.C., he had the girl 


raped and murdered by his 
priests. Afterwards they cut off 
her right hand and buried it se- 
cretly in the Valley of the Kings. 

The people of Egypt were ap- 
palled, because the girl would 
be barred from paradise be- 
cause her body was not intact at 
burial. 

Hamon would have turned the 
relic over to a museum but 
found no curator willing to ac- 
cept it. He locked it away in an

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unused wall safe in his London 
home. 

In October 1922, some unex- 
plained impulse prompted him 
to open the safe. His wife was 
with him at the time, and terror 
took root in them both. 

The murdered girl’s hand had 
changed. Shriveled and mum- 
mified for 32 centuries, it had 
begun to soften with new flesh 
so that they seemed to see the 
pulse of living blood under the 
skin. 

His wife screamed that it 
must be destroyed. And though 
he had never before been afraid 
of the unknown, Hamon agreed 
with her. 

He insisted on only one thing 
— that the hand of the princess 
must have as decent an inter- 
ment as they could give it. 

They were ready on the 
stormy night of Oct. 31, , 1922. 

Coincidentally, it was Hal- 
loween, when Egyptians be- 
lieved the souls of “the lost” 
were released from their an- 
cient bondage to return to 
Earth. 

In a tortured letter to his life- 
long friend Lord Carnarvon, 
Hamon wrote that he laid the 
hand gently in the fireplace and 
read aloud a passage from the 
Egyptian Book of the Dead. 

As he closed the book, an in- 
credible event occurred. 

There was a blast of thunder 
that rocked the house into total 
darkness. The doors jarred 
open with a sudden uprising of 
the wind. 

Hamon and his wife had 
fallen to the floor, but lifting 
their eyes they saw the figure of 
a woman in the glacially cold 
room. 

In Hamon’s account, “she 
wore the royal apparel of old 
Egypt, with the serpent of the 
House of Pharaohs glittering on 
her tall headdress.” And the 
woman’s right arm terminated 
in a raw stump. 

The apparition bent over the 
fire and then was gone as sud- 
denly as it had appeared. But 
the severed hand had vanished 
with it, and forever. 

Four days later, Hamon read 
that the Carnarvon expedition 
had newly discovered King 
Tutankhamun’s tomb and that 
they would enter it in spite of the 
ancient warning blazoned at the 
threshold. 

From the room in the hospital 
where he and his wife were un- 
der treatment for severe shock, 
Hamon sent his old friend the 
famous letter begging him to 
reconsider. 

“I know now the ancient 
Egyptians had knowledge and 
power of which today we have 
no comprehension,” he wrote. 
“In the name of God, I beg you 
to take care.” 

Carnarvon ignored the letter 
and soon afterwards he was 
dead from an infected mosquito 
bite. And one by one members 
of the expedition followed him 
to the grave in what would be- 
come known as the “curse of the 
Pharaohs.”

Wide-eyed throngs ogle 
everything from a Rhett 
Butler statue to wacky me- 
mentos like toilet seats — in 
the world’s only “Gone With 
the Wind” Museum.

Gutsy musician Don Gillette's ca- 
reer was saved by surgeons who mi- 
raculously reattached his thumb af- 
ter it was ripped off in a horrifying 
accident. 

The 23-year-old guitarist was working 
at his daytime job at a machine shop 
when his shirt was caught in a spinning 
lathe. His left hand and arm were pulled 
into the machine. 

“It was horrible," Don told The 
NEWS. 

“I watched my thumb torn from my 
hand, and I was shocked. I couldn't feel 
any pain. I was stunned. 

"The first thing I did when I got my 
arm free was pick up the thumb and try 
to stick it back on my hand. I don’t know 
why I did that. But that's when it hit me, 
and I almost got hysterical," the young 
rock musician said. 

Don, who plays with a popular rock n' 
roll band around Middletown, Conn., 
thought his musical career was over. 

“I never dreamed that they could put 
my thumb back on. It was torn up so 
bad," he said. 

But Don was rushed to Yale-New 
Haven Hospital where a team of micro- 


surgeons led by Dr. Charles Cuono reat- 
tached the severed thumb in a tedious 
eight-hour operation, 

Dr. Cuono said Don’s case was an ex- 
ceptional one because parts torn from a 
body — unlike those sliced — are almost 
impossible to reattach. But he's expect- 
ing nearly full recovery. 

"It's beyond my expectations. The 
thumb is completely alive, and there is 
excellent circulation," Dr. Cuono said. 

Don says the operation was mirac- 
ulous. 

"It's like magic or something. 1 mean, 
when I w alked into the hospital I had no 
thumb on that hand. They put me to 
sleep, and I woke up with a thumb. The 
whole thing was like a bad dream. 

“It's really a miracle that I have a 
thumb on that hand." 

And Don is really excited about the 
progress he's made in the few weeks 
since the operation. 

“It's getting better every day. Slowly 
I'm getting the feeling back It's the 
strangest thing I've ever felt in my life. 

“To be totally honest, I didn't know 
how 1 was going to be able to deal with 
not having a thumb. I'm a musician —

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Slaves ate better than their masters 


Slaves in the Deep South 
ate better and more nutri- 
tious foods than free people 
because they were so inven- 
tive, say top anthropologists 
who have just completed a 
fascinating study of diet hab- 
its. 

"Our conclusion concerning 
slaves in the lower South is that 
they were well fed,” revealed 
Dr. Leslie Sue Lieberman, as- 
sociate professor of anthropolo- 
gy and pediatrics at the Univer- 
sity of Florida in Gainesville. 

"This was not due to the poor 
diet of corn and pork allotted to 
them by their masters, but to 
their own ingenuity in exploit- 
ing their rich environment. 

"It seems possible that slaves 
in the Deep South were better

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nourished than free people ' 

Dr. Lieberman and her col- 
leagues reported their startling 
findings after digging through 
ruins and remains in three 
southern states — Florida, 
Georgia and South Carolina. 

“Most of these revealing re- 
mains include bones, fish and 
reptile scales, turtle shells — all 
kinds of remains that can be an- 
alyzed to determine the age and 
sex of the animal, the season of 
the year that the animal was 
eaten and even the butchering 
techniques," said Dr. Lieber- 
man. 

“Our archaeological findings 
indicate that the nice choice 
hunks of meat — the rumps, the 
hams and so on — were not giv- 
en to slaves," the researcher 
said. “The slaves were eating 
the organs which were actually 


of higher nutritional value than 
the choicer or more prestige 
parts of the animal. 

"Also, traditionally, prestige 
foods include the white food 
items — white potatoes, white 
corn and so on. Slaves did not 
get these. Instead, they got the 
sweet potatoes and the yellow 
corn which are far more nutri- 
tious." 

In addition to the leftovers 
of less prestigious but more 
nutritious foods provided by 
plantation owners, slaves grew 
fresh vegetables, set traps for 
game, hunted and fished and 
raised chickens. 

"Through their own ingenui- 
ty," Dr. Lieberman said, “they 
were able to exploit their rich 
environment and supplement 
their pork and corn allotments 
with very high quality foods."

Also, regular baths help con- 
trol ticks and fleas and itching 
problems.

Ed and Lorraine arc now 
deeply involved in the legal de- 
fense of 19-year-old Arne John- 
son, charged with the bizarre 
murder of Alan Bono, 40. 

They are trying to prove that 
the soft-spoken teenager was 
possessed by the devil when he 
suddenly flew into an uncon- 
trollable rage and slashed the 
life out of his best friend and 
neighbor in Brookfield, Conn. 

That blood-curdling case is 
just another of the growing 
number of incredible satanic 
slaughters that are making 
headlines every week. 

Last month, handsome 33- 
year-old New York advertising 
executive Peter MacPartland 
strangled his father in his par- 
ents' home in Hamden, Conn. 

As the distraught man was 
taken from the house by police, 
he screamed, “The devil made 
me kill my father!" 

And on Chicago's sprawling 
southwest side, a 24-year-old 
unemployed carpenter stabbed 
his young wife and year-old son 
to death, then slashed himself 
with broken glass in a horri- 
fying death spree he said was 
"ordered by the devil,” 

In Sacramento, Calif., a 13- 
year-old girl shot her 11-year- 
oid sister to death. The young- 
ster later sobbed to police that 
she didn’t want to harm her sis- 
ter — that she was under the 
control of Satan. 

In the sleepy sugar cane capi- 
tal of Belle Glade, Fla., 23-year- 
old Wayne Callender murdered 
an elderly couple in their sleep 


because “The devil promised to 
make me rich if 1 killed them.” 

“The big danger is that when 
people dabble in witchcraft, 
black magic or satanic cults, 
they have no idea of the terrible 
forces they are toying with,” 
Lorraine said. 

“Even if they leave the cult, 
they are in dire jeopardy. Once 
the Devil takes possession of a 
soul, he doesn't let go easily." 

In the fertile farmlands of 
Midwest America, satanic cults 

— many of them filled with 
senseless, zombie-like children 

— are being blamed for a new 
wave of cattle mutilations. 

Worried lawmen fear the 
grisly slaughters — a tradi- 
tional ritual of witches and the 
living damned — may soon 
have cultists seeking out human 
victims for their unholy sacri- 
ficial offerings to the Devil. The 
Warrens say humans are al- 
ready being sacrificed. 

In one gruesome incident, a 
40-pound bull calf was found 
lying in the snow with a 9-inch 
diameter hole gouged in its 
body and its reproductive or- 
gans gone. The animal's blood 
had been drained away. 

Yet, there was no stain of 
blood on the snow or any sign of 
footprints. It was as if the 
butchered carcass had dropped 
from the sky. 

In Iowa, police were baffled 
by the gory discovery of similar 
cattle mutilations throughout 
the state. 

“In each case, a sharp instru- 
ment was used,” said Jerry 
Shanahan, director of the Iowa 
Division of Criminal Investiga- 
tion. "The left eye and ear were 
removed, along with the lips 
and genitals." 

"Cattle mutilations are grow- 
ing more and more frequent,” 
Lorraine said. 

“In one horrifying case," Ed 
added, “a group of high school 
and college kids involved in a 
satanic cult engaged in cattle 
mutilation. 

“Finally they turned to hunt- 
ing down human victims to kill 
and eat them. 

“When the thrill of animal 
mutilation wears off, they start 
looking for people.”

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Health food stores sell 
deadly killer beverages 

Top researcher says teas contain poison 


By SHIRLEY FRANKLIN 

A top researcher claims teas and beverages sold 
in health food stores can kill you! 

"Those nutty health food people are capitalizing on the 
gullibility of an uninformed public!” Dr. Julia Morton, 
noted botanist with the University of Miami told The 
NEWS. 

Dr. Morton's research for the 
past 15 years has turned up 
some startling facts on herbal 
teas, medicines, and other natu- 
ral substances. 

"About 99.5 percent of every- 
thing sold in health food stores 
as teas or beverages is unfit for 
human consumption!” the doc- 
tor warned. 

“Many contain poisons and 
cancer-causing agents.” 

And as the health food craze 
continues to grow, more and 
more illness and deaths directly 
related to the unhealthy foods 
are being reported. 

Dr. Morton said that plants, 
at one time thought to contain 
medicinal properties, but aban- 
doned because of their useless- 
ness, are being brought back as 
supposedly health beverages. 

"What they'll do is find some- 
thing that tastes somewhat like 
tea, and bottle it. 

“And when most people see 
that the labels say herbs’ or 
natural’ they figure it’s got to 
be good for them. That couldn’t 
be further from the truth,” she 


said. “What they don’t see is 
that the labels don’t give the 
proportions of the substances in 
these foods and beverages. 
There is no way anyone can tell 
the chemical level in any crude 
plant material. It varies de- 
pending on how and where it’s 
grown, gathered, dried and 
sold. 

"So people don’t know what 
they’re getting.” 

She identified some of the 
substances known to be particu- 
larly hazardous. 

They include: 

• Mistletoe tea — known to be 
highly toxic and linked to nu- 
merous deaths. 

• Squaw tea — Also highly 
toxic, affects the nervous sys- 
tem. 

• Shave grass tea — Made 
from a root that even kills graz- 
ing animals. 

• Dried juniper berries — A 
substance that can cause kid- 
ney disease. 

• Rose hips — Thought by 
most to be high in Vitamin C 
content. This is true, however.

Dr. Morton also listed com- 
frey, bayberry bark, pepper- 
mint tea, and yellow dock tea as 
substances known to contain 
cancer-causing agents. Yet 
they are available in health food 
stores. 

"How can you equate this to 
health?” the doctor asked. 

She said there’s no gov- 
ernmental regulation on natu- 
ral and unprocessed foods. The 
U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration can keep harmful natu- 
ral products out of processed 
foods, but lacks authority to 
keep those same products off 
the shelves of health food stores. 

"Mostly what the pushers of 
this stuff are trying to claim is 
that anything unrefined is bet- 
ter for you. But science rejects 
that theory. 

“Modern day advances have 
taught us to refine food materi- 
als to eliminate harmful ingre- 
dients. 

"We can only go backwards 
by going to unrefined foods like 
the health faddists suggest," the 
expert said.

“We weren't surprised to find

Those annoying little everyday hassles — from mis- 
placing your car keys to worrying about your weight — can 
do more to harm your health than major catastrophes, say 
researchers who offer NEWS readers tips to help you cope. 
a fascinating new study, Kanner, Ph.D., head of the re- 
search team at the University of 
California at Berkeley.

The body is like a ma- 
chine. A single major event — 
divorce, moving, losing a loved 
one — slows that machinery 
down. 

“But daily hassles — chronic, 
repeated problems like having 
too many things to do, too many 
responsibilities, worrying about 
the health of a family member 
— slowly eat away at the ma- 
chinery.” 

The research team studied 
stress experienced by 100 peo- 
ple, 52 men and 48 women, be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 64 for 
one year. 

“What we found was that dai- 
ly hassles produced more phys- 
ical symptoms of stress — in- 
creased heart beat, perspira- 
tion, tension — and more psy- 
chological side effects — de- 
pression, anxiety, feelings of 
being unable to cope — than 
major life events,” said Kan- 
ner, now at McLean Hospital at 
Harvard. 

“There is not always a clear 
distinction between the two. 
Quite often, major life events 
like divorce or death of a loved 
one create future daily hassles. 

“The result of a divorce, for 
instance, can involve added re- 
sponsibilities, urgent financial 
worries or increased concern 
about physical appearance.” 

The 10 hassles people worried 
about most were, in order: their 
weight, health of a family mem- 
ber, rising prices of common 
goods, home maintenance, too 
many things to do, misplacing 
or losing things, yard work 
or outside home maintenance, 
property investment and taxes, 
crime and physical appear- 
ance. 

“The more hassles people 
had, the less healthy they 
were," said Kanner. 

Added researcher Catherine 
Schaefer: "Just as nutrition 
and exercise play important 
roles in health, so do day-to-day 
hassles." 

“It's not just the hassles that 
make the difference, but how 
people cope," Kanner said. 

He offered these suggestions 
for coping with daily hassles. 

• Avoid rigid responses and 
strive for more flexibility in re- 
actions. 

“Develop a range of re- 
sponses," he suggests. “If every 
time you face a certain hassle, 
you scream or run for a drink, 
you're backing yourself into a 
corner that produces stress." 

• Search for the underlying 
cause. Repeatedly burning the 
toast or losing the car keys is a 
sign of a deeper problem. “It 
could be a simple lack of or- 
ganization," said Kanner, “or it 
could be something deeper.” 

• Avoid wishful thinking as a 
coping technique. "We found 
that many people handled their 
hassles by pretending things 
weren’t as bad as they seem- 
ed," Kanner said. 

“Instead of working to re- 
move the hassle, they were 
ensuring it would be a continu- 
ing problem.”

When I broke the 
record, I said, ‘That's it.' Dis- 
cretion was the better part of 
valor.” 

Bruce’s gutsy assault on the 
233-jump record — held since 
1979 by British sky diver David 
Parchment — was dedicated to 
the memory of Mary Lourdes 
Reis, his 28-year-old sweet- 
heart who was killed in a Flori- 
da highway crash in April. 

"Mary was a sky diver, too," 
Bruce explained. "She was with 
me every minute. That's for 
sure.” 

Bruce launched his record- 
breaking ordeal at Taunton Mu- 
nicipal Airport, 12 miles from 
his home in South Easton. 
Mass. 

The gruelling effort required 
a 40-man ground crew, 15 para- 
chutes borrowed from friends, 
and four jump planes. 

For the first nine jumps, ev- 
erything went as planned. But 


my 17th jump I said, Oh my 
God. it seems like 40 I'll never 
make it.' 1 got sick and had to 
open the door to vomit. 

"I was really scared because 
nothing was going right. But 1 
said. 'To hell with it!' But the 
next jump went fine and I was 
O K. again," 

Throughout the day and into 
the night, Bruce made one jump 
after another, averaging one 
descent every 5.13 minutes. 
Jumping from an altitude of 
2,000 feet, his free-fall and de- 
scent took only 90 seconds. 

But on his 220th landing. 
Bruce's fantastic, gut-busting 
race against the clock caught up 
with him. 

Fatigued and hallucinating, 
the medics forced him to take a 
30-minute break. 

"I knew I was going to break 
the record," Bruce said. "But I 
didn't know how long I should 
keep going once I did. I asked 
God to give me a sign. Then I 
fainted. 1 guess that was my
